faith. The News certainly understand:: 
this just as well as we'do. If it.does 
rot, then agiin we repeat that no war- 
fare is waged upoa the people—no ob- 
jections raised to the Mormon faith as 
taught in the Book of Mormon. Will 
the News please remember this, and 
give us the credit of the assertion, which 
the past histery of this journal so abun- 
dantly proves? We in common witb 
the law abiding element of this territory 
are opposed to the practice of pelygamy 
net warranted, but strictly probibited 
by the New Testament, the Book of 
Mormon and the christianity of the age. 
We oppose the “one man power” which 
notil a few years reigned su- 
preme in this Territory, defying the 
Jaws of God ani man when they did 
not euit the views of that power.

MEXICO. 


The telegrams from the East give us 
to understand that there are members of 
our National Congresa who are far from 
being indifferent spectators to the occu- 
petion-of Mexico by Maximilion. Some 
time ago a bill was passed to a second 
reading in the Lower House which guar- 
anteed the payment of $50,000,000 Mex- 
ican Republic bonds. It appears that 
this bill is causing more than ordinary 
attention, for recent telegrams advice us 
that a certain member has introduced a 
resolution declaring that any action taken 
to guarantee the payment of the bonds of 
any foreign power will only have a ten- 
dency to impair the credit of our own 
Government. 

It is well known that Maximiliafi has 
not.eajoyed his Mexican throne to the 
extent as was anticipated by him when 
he signed away his claim to royal succes- 
sion under the dictation of Napoleon III. 
The Mexicans still continue a powerful.
